Status of the Application 

Claims 14-19 are pending. 

Applicant's amendment canceling claim 21 as submitted in a communication filed on 9/18/2007 
is acknowledged. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Although the prior art 
discloses a method of cyclizing GGPP (Peters et al.; cited in the previous Office action), the Examiner has 
found no teaching or suggestion in the prior art directed to a method for cyclizing a substrate with a 
elisabethatriene cyclase comprising SEQ ID NO: 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5 and further having a MW of 
approximately 47 KDa and an isoelectric point of about 5.1. Therefore, claims 14-19, directed to a 
method of cyclizing a substrate with an enzyme which (1) comprises SEQ ID NO: 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5, (2) 
has a MW of about 47 KDa, (3) has a pi of about 5.1, and (4) has the ability to cyclize geranylgeranyl 
diphosphate, are allowable over the prior art of record.
